His rank in the German Arny was that of 
lieutenant colonel, and the itussians gave him a rank of full colonel. 


In January 1946, approximately ten German officers, with whom the school 
training had been 4 great success, were released from tho camp. These 
officers were piven a trunkful of clothes, a very large amount of money, 
and were ordered into all four zones of Serminy to act as political agents 
for Communist partics in the cominz elections. Those officers were from 
19 to 21 years of age and, since they had seen very little of life, were 
easily inpressed. the general opinion at the camp vas 
that tho Communist theory wes wonderful and was the only one possible but 
that, when Russian people vere sect, the poor living conditions and peneral 
lack of many necessities to which Sermans wore accustorod as a matter of 
course caused considerable disillusionment.
